Some provision must be 
made for the punishment of such vessels. 


The question of belligerency and neu- 


trality was not decided at Geneva. It ap- 
peared to be, but it is not likely that the 
peculiar rules of that tribunal will, in their 
present shape, become a part of tho law of 
nations. The whole question needs to be 
examined and more dispassionately treated. 
International law has been made by bellig- 
erents, and betligerenta are tho powerful 
nations. The weaker nations have not had 
a fair chance. Thus far the peaceful and 
quirt nations have been obliged to accept 
the orders of their more powerful neigh- 
bors, 
and

law whatever tb.o latter saw fit to promulgate. 
Tha Geneva commission only made matters 
»orse by adding to the privileges of bellig- 
erents and hampering tho action of neutrals. 
War is a great 'evil the effects of which 
ought, so far as possible, to be limited to the 
combatants. L<;t the decision of this famous 
tribunal impose such burdens on neutrals 
that while they havo none of the glory or 
pOMible benefits ofthe war they must bear 
k very considerable share ot its burdens.

winter and the stock will not have to be 
crowded in the spring to bring them to the 
projwr condition. Keep the cows in good 
flesh: not really fat, but in BUCU condition 
as is called fat by ordinary judges, and they 
will amply repay the feed in the following 
season.
